Caerphilly  Urban  District  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  I herewith  beg  to  submit  my  Annual  Report 
for  the  year  1949. 

As  judged  by  the  vital  statistics  ,the  health  of  the  comm-  • 
unity  is  generally  as  good  as  can  possibly  be  expected. 

The  number  of  notifiable  diseases,  excluding  whooping 
cough  and  measles,  was  88,  whilst  the  latter  accounted  for 
112  notified.  The  notifications  of  tuberculosis  of  all  kinds 
numbered  70  for  this  year,  with  27  deaths  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis.  The  birthrate  remained  consistently  high  at 
20.9  per  thousand  population,  and  the  death  rate  also  low 
at  12.5  per  thousand  population.  As  will  be  seen  from  the 
table  later  on  in  this  report,  this  compares  with  a birth  rate  of 
17.5  and  death  rate  of  12.7  for  all  ubran  districts  in  the  county. 

I cannot  close  these  preliminary  notes  without  expressing 
regret  that  the  infantile  mortality  rate  for  the  year  should 
be  58.  It  shows  an  improvement  over  the  figure  of  63  for 
1948,  but  is  very  far  from  satisfactory  when  it  is  remembered 
that  the  infantile  mortality  rate  for  the  administrative  County 
shows  40  and  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole,  32.

Laboratory  Facilities. 

Laboratory  facilities  are  available  at  the  City  and  County 
Laboratories  Cardiff  the  Pathological  Department,  Cardiff 
Royal  Infinuary,  and  the  Blood  Transfusion  Laboratories  at 
Newport  Road,  Cardiff.  All  examination  of  throat  swabs, 
faecal  and  urine,  specimens,  cerebro-spinal  fluid,  were  carried 
out  at  the  City  and  County  Laboratory.  In  addition,  15 
water  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  and  chemical 
analysis,  28  ice-cream  samples,  together  with  samples  from 
the  Nelson  Sewerage  Works  effluent.  Of  the  milk  samples, 
26  were  submitted  for  general  examination,  and  26  samples 
for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli  and  in  no  case  was  tubercle 
bacilli  found  in  the  year. 

Water  Supply. 

The  water  supply  for  the  Rhymney  Valley  portion 
of  the  area,  the  Aber  Valley  and  Nelson,  is  supplied  by  the 
Rhymney  Valley  Water  Board,  which  is  a constituent  authority 
of  the  Taff  Fechan.  The  Taffs  Well  Ward  is  supplied  by 
the  Pontypridd  Joint  Water  Board. 

The  quality  of  the  water  is  satisfactory  over  a large 
part  of  the  area  and  is  under  bacteriological  control. 

The  private  supplies  of  Aberfawr  Terrace,  Abertridwr 
and  the  houses  of  the  National  Coal  Board  at  Senghenydd 
have  now  been  connected  to  the  Rhymney  Valley  mains. 
In  addition,  new  water  service  pipes  have  been  connected  to 
a cottage  at  Springfield,  Nelson  and  two  properties  at  Blaen- 
ant,  Nelson. 

The  position  at  Cwmheldeg  is  still  unsatisfactory.  In 
view  of  the  urgent  need  of  a supply  to  Fydygelyn  Farm,  it 
had  been  hoped  that  the  Pontypridd  Water  Board  would  have 
connected  up  this  farm  and  the  cottages  err  this.  However, 
steps  will  be  taken  to  implement  this  before  the  next  report 
appears. 

There  are  no  plumbo-solvent  waters  in  the  area.
